^\ ^ompetitipn games, comprising: a remote server and at least one terminal 
operable to communicate with the server over a communications network, 
wherein they terminal includes an audio system for playing in connection 
with a game at least a portion of a musical recording, a duration controller 
for controlling \he duration of play of the musical recording, a display that 
displays information in the form of a question and suggests multiple choice 
answers to the question, wherein the question relates to the musical 
recording that has been played, a user interface that enables a user to select 
an answer from the displayed multiple choice answers, and a scorer for 
recording the answer selected by the user and determining if the answer 
corresponds to a correct answer. 

13. (New) The entertainment system of claim 12, wherein the 
terminal is a jukebox system^hat includes a storage device that stores a
